First offenders need not be gent to
pricon, but may be released on proba-
tion, subject to such regulations ns the
conrt may deem advigable, and if fines
have been imposed the money may be
paid in installmente from the proceeds
of useful employment in which the con-
victed person is engaged while on pro-
bation,

Thus not only i opportunity afforded
for reform on the part of thote who have
not become confirmed criminals, but
the way is left open for the convicted
person to continue to support those de-
pendent on him, while yvet under re-
gtraint and subject to instant arrest for
violating the terms of his probation. 1
